In 1922, the 
marriage Was arranged by a relative. 
The bridegroom was in New York 
and could not be present at the cere- 
mony and so, according to the custom 
of the village, a cock decorated with 
golden flowers was used in his place. 
The bridal chair was used, but only 
half way, as the bride had been mar- 
ried before. The cock was taken into 
the house and the bride worshipped 


before the ancestral hall. A banquet: 


was held in honour of the marriage. 
That, in accordance with the laws 
and customs of China, constituted 
marriage. 
The children of the bride, — two 
sons and a daughter—by her former 
husband, Luk, were also taken to the 


ancestral hall where ‘they worshipped.’ 


They changed their names to Young. 
This. was valid adoption. Letters 
were received from the deceased in 
which he referred to them as his wife 
and children.

Her Arrangement 


Young Leung-shi, in-answer to Mr.. 
Lee, said that after the death of her 
former husband, she arranged for-re= 
marriage herself” with a relative: of 
deceased. 

No member of the Luk family ever 
took part in the arrangement, No 
documents were drawn by the Luk 
family.. She-had seen the deceased, 
her husband, before he went to Amer- 
ica but after the marriage ceremony 
she had not seen him. She had photos:

|HIGH POLICE

Crime hit a new high in Shanghai 
when Supperintendent Liu Yung-kuel 
of’ ‘the Shanghai Municipal -Police 
Uniformed ‘Branch was shot dead by 
three:or four desperadoes on the cor- 
ner of Avenue and Ferry Roads at 
8.05 am. 

As: was his custom, Mr. Liu left his 
house at Lane 1300, House 20 Avenue 
Road, near Ferry Road, at about 8 a.m. 
to go to the office and, while waiting 
for a tram, was surrounded by three 
or four Chinese who shot him in the 
back, Mr, Liu was hit by two bullets, 
one of which entered his back while 
the other penetrated his neck just 
below the ear. The police ‘officer fell, 
blood streaming from the wounds, 
while the gunmen, taknig advantage 
of the disorder created, got away be- 
fore any police could arrive on the 
scene, Mr. Liu-was immediately rush- 
ed to the Police Hospital, but was pro- | 
nounced dead on arrival. His body 
was removed;to . the International 
Funeral Directors, although ‘no ar- 
rangements for his’ funeral have yet 


“been made, 


The murder was committed on’ a 
busy thoroughfare and although it was 
witnessed by many Shanghai-landers, 
the exact number of “gunmen could” 
not be ascertained, although it was 
given not more than four.

The late Mr. Liu, a native of Wusih, 

was 52 years of age and received his 
education at St. John’s University, 
graduating just before he joined ‘the

while the efficiency with which ‘he 
carried out his work soon earned him

At the time of his 
death, he was in charge of the Chinese

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THE ROLE OF RUSSIA 
. There» could: hardly be a more: 
striking illustration ‘of the complete- 
ness with which the political ' and 
social revolution in Britain has broken 
down the old barriers in politics than 
the nomination of Sir. Stafford Cripps 
as British | Ambassador to Moscow. 
Less than a month ago such an ap- 
pointment would have been regarded 
as incredible in conventional diplo- 
matic circles. To-day new. and. 
perilous times are calling. for new ap- 
proaches to Britain’s many proklems, 
whether at home or in foreign policy. 
In this instance, the radical sym- . 
pathies of Sir Stafford Cripps should 
make him persona grata with the 
Kremlin, but it would be premature 
to assume that his appointment is 
likely ta herald a rapproachement 
between ‘London and Moscow. The 
original proposal'to send Sir Stafford 
on a “special mission” to Moscow was 
treated there, in fact, with studied 
coldness. Only two months ago, M. 
Molotoff, in his address on the Soviet 
role in the war, bitterly attacked the 
Allies, denouncing their alleged “‘hos- 
tile acts against Russia,” and accusing 
them of harbouring hopes of playing 
her off against Germany. In the 
interval, the sweeping. military suc- 
cesses of Germany have caused the 


| Soviet Government to shift its ground 


slightly, since’ it has become appre- 
hensive of a possible German hege- 
mony. over Europe. In drawing away 
from his embarrassingly aggrandised 
associate, however, M. Stalin is not 
necessarily drawing closer to Britain 
and France. He insists on preserving 
an independence and aloofness moti- 
vated by self-intetest alone. ‘The 
Soviet,” M. Molotoff declared recently, 
“has pursued and will pursue its own 
policy, regardless of whether. it 
pleases gentlemen from other coun- 
tries or not.” 

For - her part, 
Britain is genuinely 
desirous of adjust-

front of the Great Palace.

Within the Kremlin’s walls are 
many buildings some of which’ used 
to be churches.

WAR MEMORIES — 
OF 25 YEARS AGO 


(From the “China Mail” files). 


- July ist, 1915. 

The 9,000-ton Leyland liner. Ar- 
menia has been torpedoed 200 miles 
off the Scilly Islands. She tried to 
escape, but U-38 overhauled her and 
started firing. A shell crashed into 
the engine-room, whereupon the cap- 
tain stopped the ship. The U-boat 
crew put two large bombs in the 
ship, which sank in 30 minutes. 

A Belgian trawler coming to the 
rescue was fired on. The sinking has 
caused a great sensation in official 
American circles; 20 Americans on 
board were drowned. :
